riding traditions. Many local businesses and groups make 
annual donations to the show, whether financially or 
otherwise.

people. I remember seeing the Ironman competition and 
thinking that I wanted to be one of those maniacs who 
does all that stuff."

PARROT FEVER 

I recently purchased an Amazon parrot that was 
sneezing and seemed ill. My cockatiel is now sneez- 
ing and I have been fighting the flu for the last month. 
Could there he any connection? 

Yes. Birds get psittacosis, also called parrot fe- 
ver or chlamydiosis. This infectious disease can 
spread to people as well as to other birds. Among 
the signs to look for in birds are sneezing, puffed 
up feathers and green to yellow diarrhea. Some 
birds show no obvious signs. People get flu-like 
symptoms often with a chronic hacking cough 
and headaches. It is an excellent idea to have 
your veterinarian check newly acquired birds, or 
birds showing signs of illness for parrot fever.

"I think there were some misunderstandings 
between the parties. I have no complaints. Since we 
combined fire and EMS, things have gone very well,'' said 
Joyce. 

"He's doing a fantastic job," Dawson said. 

Last year, the town began considering 
consolidating the fire department with the EMS, under 
one director. On July 1, 2011, Joyce was appointed to fulfill 
that role, but without a procedure for compensating him 
for his work as EMS director 

"It was a dry run to see how things could go," 
said Town Administrator Paul Dawson. 

But a year later, Joyce has yet to receive any 
compensation for his role running Marion's emergency 
medical services. 

"We've had an on-going issue regarding pay for 
the chief's position as EMS director," said Dawson. 

Discussions regarding how to pay Joyce 
continued over the summer but stalled. Dawson said talks 
resumed in November of 2011, but eventually stopped 
again due to the preparations for the Annual Town 
Meeting and the drafting of the town budget. 

"It was a very busy time. He understands there is 
a lot of bureaucracy involved," said Dawson. "He and I 
were having on-going discussions, so he was aware."

The process was further convoluted by Joyce's 
current pension, which he earned as Wareham's Chief of 
Police. 

"As a retiree of a pension system, he is subject to 
limited earnings,'' Dawson said. 

A year after Joyce's appointment, they are finally 
on track. 

"We understand the parameters now. We just 
need to discuss how that will occur," Dawson said. "The 
Board of Selectmen will be requesting to meet with the 
Finance Committee to discuss whether there should be 
retroactive pay from July 1, 2011 to now." 

Dawson said that the Board of Selectmen may

Merge of FD and EMS Raises Opposition 

Marion Board of Selectmen 
By Katy Fitzpatrick 

The Marion Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimously to approve the merge of the Fire 
Department and EMS at their regularly scheduled 
meeting on Tuesday, July 10 in the Marion Town House. 
The merge will be effective at 1:00 am on Sunday, July 15. 

''We live together. We train together. We work 
together,'' said Fire Chief Thomas Joyce. "Why would 
you not merge the two?" 

In November of 2011, Joyce was appointed the 
Director of both departments, however there was never 
a formal merge made in terms of payroll. Under the new 
merge, two Deputy Medical Officers would be demoted 
to regular EMS staff members. One of those officers 
losing their rank would be Dale Jones. 

"I didn't know I was going to lose my job until 
I came here tonight," said Jones. "I truly recognize the 
pitfalls of merging the two organizations." 

Jones told the Selectmen and Chief Joyce that he 
had hopes of becoming the new Director of EMS when 
the merge was complete. Instead, he will be demoted 
to a regular EMS member after 30 years of service. By 
eliminating the two Deputy Officers, the station would 
save $5,000 annually. 

"It's just not fair," said Jones. 

As Jones became more heated. Selectmen 
Chair Stephen Cushing urged him to relinquish the 
microphone. When Jones started approaching the table 
near the Selectmen, Cushing asked Jones be removed by a 
police escort. 

Jones is not the only concerned employee of 
the departments. According to Joyce, a lot of the newer

But according to Joyce, the employees, nor the 
public, should have any concern about the merge. He said 
the public would not notice a difference in service 

Furthermore, since the informal merge over the 
past year, Joyce said the departments have enhanced their 
response times, lowered costs around the station and 
improved computer data keeping records., among other 
things. 

"I just want to commend the Chief and his staff 
for doing a great job," said Selectmen Jody Dickerson. 
"It's time we move forward with this. Fm ready to go." 

Buzzards Bay Habitat for Humanity 
Representative George McTurk met with the Selectmen 
to ask for two letters that would recognize the recently 
approved Habitat for Humanity Project in Marion as 
a Local Initiative Project and to show the Selectmen's 
support.

Time for Change for 
Center School Clock 

It's been quiet for nearly 
14 years, but now the Center 
School clock in Mattapoisett 
is ringing again thanks to an 
18-month restoration project that 
has made the artifact as good as 
new. The clock was reinstalled 
on Friday, July 6. 

'The light is so bright 
at the end of the tunnel, it's 

blinding," said Ray Andrews, Chairman of the Center 
School Clock Restoration Committee. 

Andrews has been at the helm of this daunting 
task trying to figure out what should be done with the 
clock since it stopped ringing in the 1990's. In 2003, 
the town came to him 
complaining that the clock 
had stopped ringing. He 
decided to explore his 
options. 

The first option 
would be to electrify 
the clock, which would 
cost around $13,000 but 
would only last around 20 
years. Secondly, Andrews 
could have the clock 
cleaned and restored; a 
process, which is far more 
expensive, but would 
extend the life of the clock 
nearly 400 years. 

The decision 

seemed like a no-brainer, so six years ago, Andrews 
reached out to Balzer Family Clock Works in order to get 
a bid on a restoration for the clock. 

The company is comprised of three family 
members: Linda, her husband Rick and their son Chris. 
They are currently the only company in the country 
who still manufactures the weight-driven, pendulum 
regulated mechanical tower clock like the one in the 
Center School. 

In 2003, the Balzer family told Andrews to take 
the time to raise the money in order to do a proper 
restoration. 18 months ago The Balzer 's gave Andrews 
a proposal of around $65,000 for the restoration project, 
which would include a cleaning. However, Andrews had 
inquired about several other features, which increased 
that figure to $69,500. Andrews set a goal of raising 
$70,000 through fundraising. 

"We received just under $28,000 in private 




donations," said Andrews. The rest of the money came 
from an approved warrant at the Annual Town Meeting, 
where the town granted Andrews the remaining balance 
of $51,500. In November, the Balzer's came down to 
Mattapoisett to take out the clock and get to work. 

"This restoration hasn't been super difficult; it's 
probably a five or a six on a scale of ten," said Linda. 
"It's right in the middle. The gearing was in very good 
condition." 

The Center School Clock Restoration Project 
falls in the middle of the road in terms of price range. 
Linda said that projects can range in price anywhere 
from $30,000 to $125,000. 

In addition to cleaning the gears and repainting 
the clock, the clock will be relocated to a room that 
will be open to the public for viewing. The public 
has not been allowed to view the clock in 114 years. 

Traditionally, someone 
has been responsible 
for winding the clock 
manually. Now, it will 
all be done automatically. 
The clock will be 
surrounded with brand 
new glass doors and a 
book of all donors will be 
mounted on the side near 
the clock. 

Also, the old clock 
used to ring at the top of 
the hour, 24 hours a day. 
Now, the clock will only 
ring from 7:00 am to 8:00 
pm daily, and will shut off 
automatically during the 
evening. 

"It's been a great project," said Linda. "We are 
so excited to come up here. Ray has worked so hard and 
should get an award for all the work he has done. It's 
exciting to get it into a place where people can finally see 
it" 

Now that the clock is nestled in its new home, 
the only thing left to do is perform routine maintenance 
on it annually and keep it up to date on all its cleanings. 
While Andrews has enjoyed taking on the role of Clock 
Keeper, he hopes to one day get an apprentice so 15 
years down the road, he can pass along the clock- 
keeping torch. 

But for now, he's relishing in his pride of a 
newly restored Center School Clock. 

"It's finally the culmination of a year and a half. 
It's as exciting as can be," he said.

The Amazing Spider-Man, Starring Andrew Garfield and 
Emma Stone. Directed by Marc Webb. Running time: 136 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Usually I don't stump for the extra surcharge and the 
glasses, but The Amazing Spider-Man is probably worth seeing 
in 3D, on the biggest screen you can find, just for the swinging 
scenes. No, not Ice Storm swinging; Spider-Man swinging. The 
guilt- stricken hero shoots his webs, which are stronger than any 
cable, and slings himself all over New York City, from preci- 
pice to precipice. It's a beautiful sight, and from time to time 
director Marc Webb slows down or even pauses the action so 
that Spider-Man hangs suspended in the night air for a pregnant 
moment. Computer effects have improved vastly since the first 
Spider-Man movie ten summers ago, so Spider-Man actually 
seems to have weight and mass. I didn't care much about where 
he was swinging to, but it looks terrific. 

As you may have heard, this is a reboot of the Spider- 
Man franchise, ignoring Sam Raimi's trilogy of films and 
starting from scratch. Once again, we see the origin story: dorky 
Peter Parker (Andrew Garfield) is bitten by a genetically altered 
spider and gains a variety of powers. He can crawl up walls and 
across ceilings; his strength and endurance are enhanced, and he 
has what the comic books refer to as "spider-sense," enabling 
him to intuit danger. (This has never helped the myriad spiders 
I've squished with a newspaper, but we don't look to Spider- 
Man for verisimilitude.) All told, it's about an hour before Peter 
finally climbs into his red-and-blue costume; before that, he 
swings around (on homemade web-slingers, not organic as in 
the prior films) in his civvies and then in a luchador-inspired 
mask. 

The original Stan Lee/Steve Ditko comics had an 
elegant simplicity. Peter never knew his parents; he was brought 
up by his Uncle Ben (Martin Sheen) and Aunt May (Sally 
Field). Here, much is made of Peter's parents disappearing into 
the night for some reason connected to the father's scientific 
research, which in turn is connected to the life's work of Dr. 
Curt Connors (Rhys Ifans), who hopes to merge various species' 
DNA to cure human ailments. Connors, who has only one arm, 
injects himself with some reptile stuff and becomes the Lizard, 




the big villain this 
time out. (In the 
Raimi films, Dylan 
Baker played this 
role and was obvi- 
ously being groomed 
to be the villain in a 
future Raimi Spider- 
Man film, but now his character seems to have no reason to be 
in those movies.) 

The problem here is that the reboot forces links where 
there needn't be any. The conflict between Spider-Man and 
the Lizard seems to be part of a larger arc that will unfold 
across another trilogy, probably connected to OsCorp, Con- 
nors' employer, named for Norman Osborn, better known as the 
Green Goblin. In other words, the film seems to be setting up 
a vast conspiracy involving Peter and his parents, the endgame 
of which will be made clear ... in a few years. I go to a Spider- 
Man movie to see the guy duke it out with powerful bad guys. 
I'm simple that way. I don't need a welter of convolutions. It's 
become a bad habit, not only among screenwriters adapting 
comics for movies but among comics writers, to take a basic, 
enjoyable origin story with an element of randomness (high- 
school boy is bitten by spider, becomes hero) and remove the 
randomness. 

Meanwhile, there's a faltering romance between 
Peter and Gwen Stacy (Emma Stone), whip-smart daughter 
of the same police captain (Denis Leary) who wants to arrest 
Spider-Man. Stone is entertaining as always, but her character 
doesn't go anywhere special here; longtime fans of the comics, 
of course, know what befell Gwen, though the jury's out on 
whether the movies will have the guts to go there. Despite Marc 
Webb's fancy talk about how the film's theme is that "we're all 
missing a piece," that just seems pasted onto what reads as a 
soulless ploy by Sony to retain the rights to Spider-Man. Still, I 
did recommend that you spend the dough for the 3D (though I 
should note that Flagship in New Bedford doesn't charge extra), 
so here are some other things I enjoyed: Connors' expres- 
sion when he first realizes who Peter is; Stan Lee's obligatory 
cameo, probably his funniest yet; Spider-Man using his webs to 
detect the Lizard's movement; Denis Leary 's horror when faced 
with an allegedly menstruating teenage daughter. Few of these 
things have much to do with the superhero I grew up with, and 
this movie doesn't even have time for Peter's and Spider-Man's 
ultimate nemesis, J. Jonah Jameson. I never thought I'd miss the 
old coot so much.
